The attendance this spring has been good considering 
the distance some have to come. Yet the enrolment is only 
a little more than half what could attend. Yet the seat- 
ing capacity is only 38 (almost Aver. Att.) and the room 
ig crowded. Consequently they cannot urge a full attendance 
Room is 30 x 20 x 8% = 5100 cu. ft. which is only 129 cu.ft. 
of air space per child when ordinary health requirements demand 
250 cu. ft. air space per child. As it is there were 5 pupils 
sitting on boxes. Yet you cannot add more seats, The class- 
room needs enlargement. In winter terms I understand that 
the odors are terrible at times since the windows and doors 
cannot be left open long. The school gets the full force 
of winds down West Bay from the North. (See Gen. Remarks etc.)

The girls' entrance, reported as needing repair 

at my last visit, has not yet received attention. 
The lumber, however, has been provided and work is 
to start in near future. 


The plaster is falling from the ceiling. One 
section fell just as the Inspector was in the 
school building, only just missing striking him 
on the head. 


Some action should be taken to stop the Indians 
using the school property. I believe this matter 
was taken up with the departmental inspector when 

he was at West Bay. fhe Indiens here seem to think 
that they have complete right of entry upon school 
grounds whenever they feel like it.

With further reference to Departmental Letter No, 12-4.5 
of Jane 26th,last, in regard to a water supply for the West Bay 
Indian Day School, I have to report that dtring the winter months 
the water from the spring creek that runs thnough the corner of 
of the school lot is fit for use, but when the spring opens it 
seems to be inpure, Water cannot be obtained by digging in the 
school yard as several well have been put down in the vicinity 
of the school and ail have been a failure, The only means to 
try and solve to water problem at this school would be to have 
@ well put down on the bank of the creek a short distance from 
the school, It would be necessary to dig down to several feet 
below the level of the creek, put 18 galvanized steel crib of 
23" d@ameter, and have a ditch of about two feet wide to the 
bottom of the cheek and fill with good gravel to the bottom 
of the well so all water entering would be filtered, and as 
the oreek never has gone dry it would mean a lasting supply of 
good water, which they have naver had yet, 


I have had Mr. Oliver Bond a contractor of Mindemoya 
ke a estimate on the cost of bhie work and he is willing to 
dig the well, supply the galvanized steel crib, put a good lumber 
top on crib covering it with galvanized iron so that no dirt can 
get in, and weetd repair the present pump in the old well to 
first clase repair and install it in new well leaving everything 
in farperféctsworking order}for the sum of $II0.00 


This would appear to me to be the cheapest and most 
satisfactory means to get a supply of water to the school and 
teacher's residence, The work should be carried out before the 
middle of March in order to miss the flood water, as the well would 
have to be an approx, depth of 22 feet,

It is impossible to get this adjueted immediately, 
as apparently the present caretakers were engaged by the 
former agent with the understanding that such jobs as cutting

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I would suggest that we get this straightened out at the 
beginning of the next school term,and have it distinctly 
understood what their duties are. 


In regard to splitting wood,with the exception of two or 
three schools,the kitchen wood was purchased split ready for use, 
and was paid for accordingly,and I will endeavour next year to have 
4t all supplied in thie way. 


In most cases the salary paid es caretaker does not cover 
what she paye out to Indians for sweeping,scrubbing eto; as most of 
them hire the work done,pertly to help the Indiane out,but where 
the teacher resides at the gohool,it is better to appoint her 
as caretaker,so she can oversee the work anyway.

school, As previously stated, I consider the settlere are too 
acattered at South Bay to warrent the building of a school 
there at present. 


Although a school is needed at the Maiangowi Settle- 
ment, I wieh to point out agein thet Weet Bay Reserve should 
have the firet consideretion, We have a farm house rented 
there now for three terms and which is altogether unsatisfectory,. 
There are thirty-six vupils on the roll with adequate espace for 
about half that number, The owner of the house is living in 
cramped quarters to make hie house available for a school and 
hea positively refuged to rent the house another winter, When 
I firet made the srrangement to rent the ferm house, I advised 
the owner it wes expected it would be ohly for one term and 
had great difficulty in getting hie consent for last term and 
then only by raising the rental by $10.00 ner month, 


I would suggest by all means fa new achool should be 
erected here thie summer and if it is poseible to erect two 
schools in the Agency, the MaiangowL, spttlement should have

During my last visit to the school the matter 
of salary increase was brought up, and I indicated the 
Department's inability ji this direction, suggesting 
a small withdrawal from band funds, to which the Indians 
agreed, since it would not amount to more than $2.00 
per head per annum I should be glad, therefore, to 
receive cheques as per the vouchers enclosed. 

Owing to the distance of the school from town 
Mr. Ducharme needs winter supplies before freeze-up, 
and asks for an advance of $50.00 in addition to these 
vouchers, whichlatter amounts will take care of any

This arrangement was made with the Band in 
1926, when D. Ducharme was teacher, and was continued 
when D. Lacourciere took over, and was that he should 
receive $10:00 per month for the full year from Band 
Funds, account 481 in addition to his regular salary 
of $70:00 per month, for the teaching months. Neither 
of the two teachers are Farm Instructors but have given 
assistance and advice to the Indians, and in addition 
teach the children of treaty women of the Band who are 
married to other than treaty Indians. This was arranged 
at the request of the Indians, and with the approval of 
Mr. F.C. Paget, who was superannuated last year.

I have your letters of the 4th instant, 
referring to various matters in connection with the 
Whitefieh Bay Indian Day Sehool, in the Kenora agency. 


Regarding the teacher, Mr. De Lacourciere, 
I have to eay that he was appointed on the recommend- 
ation of the Reverend Father Provincial of the Oblate 
Order. Previous to hie appointment, he had 6 years' 
teaching experience - 5 years in bi ontreal and one in 
Saskatchewan. The Separate School Inspector, ina 
report on his inspection of the school on March 12th, 
last, states that he examined the pupile in Reading 
Spelling, Written English, Literature, and ArAthnetic. 
so far ao these subjects pertain to their grades, good 
progress is being made. The Inspector further otetes 
that he is quite satisfied that hr. Lacoureiere is 
doing as well as possible with the present equipment 
in the sehool. The instruction in the classroom is in 
the Englieh language. 


With reference to the damage to the 
Chief's houce, the Department understends that part of 
the sheeting was badly scorched when the echool was 
burned. The Department authorized a small emount for 
repairs, but the local Agent reports that, in view of 
the fect that the Chief owes the Department a large amount 
of money - which he has made no effort to pay - assist- 
anee would be given him to repair the house if he would 
make an attempt to pay hie indebtedness. 
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I would guggest, when you have any com- 
plainte from Indians, taat you discuss the matter with the 
loeal Agent before writing the Department.
